Kansas City, May 19.—Fire, which 


for an hour last evening endangered 
the entire Kansas 'City 
stockyards 


and the Live Stock Exchange build- 
ing, destroyed sheep pens 
covering 


an area a block square, burned sheep 
estimated to number 1000 and part- 
ly destroyed two mule barns. 


The lire started in a fertilizer plant 


at.the south end of the yards and 
was swept into the sheep pens be- 
fore a high south wind. 
Many "of 


the sheep were guided into lanes and 
driven to safety in other parts of the 
yards. 
One goat was seen leading 7"> 


sheep to safety 
through 
an 
open 


gate. 
Thirty goats which were used 


fo lead the sheep to the 
packing 


houses perished.

From 
the sheep 
pens 
the fire 


swept to a row of mule barns. 
Sev- 


eral thousand mules were tifrned out 
and saved. 
Thousands of spectators 


who thronged the streets, stock lanes 
and fences were in danger 
of 
their 


lives when the mules stampeded. The 
frightened animals were finally heart- 
ed into u stoclc 
pen: Sparks 
from 


the burning pens sot fire to a school 
building five blocks away. 
The pu- 


pils already had been dismissed. The 
school building 
was 
saved. 
The 


damage is estimated at less 
than 


$50,000.

A few minutes be- 
fore the opening hour, a telegram was 
received from Dr. Rhoads saying that
